VIII. Amendments: 

#1 by Regulated Industries (WITH TITLE AMENDMENT) 
The amendment adds paragraphs (e) and (f) to s. 768.28(10), F.S., to provide that professional 
firms or their employees that contract with the Department of Transportation to perform 
monitoring and inspection of the work required for the construction of roadways, bridges and 
other transportation facilities to ensure the project is constructed in conformity with the plans, 
specifications and contract provisions. The amendment also provides that any contract by the 
agent with the state must provide for the state’s indemnification. The amendment also provides 
that this section shall not be construed as designating persons providing construction engineering 
and inspection services as agents of the state for purposes of ch. 440, F.S., except as provided in 
s. 440.09, F.S.
